London, May 25— The British armed 
merchant troop ship Moldavia, with 
American troops on board, has been 
| torpedoed and sunk, according to an 
official bulletin issued by the Admir­ 
alty last evening. 
The text of the 
Admiralty statem ent foHows: 
“The armed mercantile cruiser Mol­ 
davia was torpedoed and sunk yester­ 
day morning. 
“There were no casualties among 
the crew, but of the American troops 
on board 56 up to present have not 
been accounted for. 
It is feared they : 
were killed in one compartment by J 
the explosion.” 
The Moldavia is of 9,500 tons gross 
and owned by the Peninsular and Ori­ 
ental Steam Navigation Company. She 
was built at Greenock in 1903 and is 
520 feet long.

REASSURANCE IS 
GIVEN FARMERS 


Mr. Heinz Points out Measures 
Taken to Protect Farm Ma­ 
chinery Supply. 


Howard Heinz. Food A dm inistrator 
for Pennsylvania, has issued a s ta te ­ 
ment reassuring the farm ers of the 
state of the utm ost assistance and co­ 
operation of th e Food Administration 
in the planting, care and harvesting, 
as well as the shipment and m arket­ 
ing of their crops for the year 1918. 
Mr. Heinz says: 


“The 
proclamation 
of 
President 
Wilson m ade last week, placing under 
strict government control the impor­ 
tation, manufacture, storage and dis­ 
tribution of all form equipment, is a 
step which the agricultural commun­ 
ity will welcome. 
It will result in the 
prevention of profiteering in all farm 
implements and equipment. 
Dealers 
in these co rn rn (Kilties are required to 
obtain Federal licenses to do business. 
The Secretary of Agriculture has com­ 
plete authority to direct distribution, 
so th a t no part of the nation may .suf­ 
fer a shortage in the supply of farm 
machinery. 
“ The f a m c r - of America must feed 
the world while the war continues. It 
is their opportunity .for service to the 
nation. 
The President’s action indi­ 
cates the care which the national gov­ 
ernm ent is exercising that this great 
producing class shall not be exploit­ 
ed or hampered in its patriotic endea­ 
vors.” 
Retailers will not have to secure the 
licenses but they will not be a lb w e l 
to pro>fiteer as the regulations issued 
in connection with the President’s pro­ 
clamation would make it impossible 
for grasping dealers to secure a sup­ 
ply of farm equipment.
